Columbus, Oct. 1.—Figures given 


out today by Emery Lattanner, state 
superintendent of banks and banking 
show that reports made to the state 
department as of date of September 
12. bring to light apeculiar situation 
in the 539 state banks from which 
the figures were compiled. 


Mr. Lattanner's report shows that 


while the banks of the five large 
cities in the state fell off $11,200,- 
000 in aggregate of resources, 
the 


country banks, or all those outside 
the five large cities, had a gain of 
$1,200,000 making a net loss of re- 
sources of about $10.000,000 for the 
entre state. 


The department finds that the re- 


serves in five large cities averaged 
as follows: 


Cleveland 15 1-2 per cent.: Cin- 


cinnati 14 1-2: Columbus. 23; 
To- 


ledo 16 1-2: and Dayton 16 1-2 per 
fcent. The average reserve for the 
state is 17 1-2 per cent, giving the 
country banks an average of more 
than 20 per cent. 
In his letter to 


all banks having a reserve of more 
than 25 per cent, the legal rate be- 
ing 15 per cent., Mr. Lattanner in- 
quired whether the banks had been 
refusing to loan money to customers, 
whether rates of interest had been 
increased and if demand loans had 
been called. 
Replies to these quer- 


ies indicate that the country banks 
claimed to have called very few loans 
and outside of three large banks in 
one of the cities none would admit 
increased rates of interest, according 
to Mr. Lattanner. 


Superintendent Lattanner gave as 


his opinion that the large reserves 
In country banks were,due to the 
moving of crops at increased prices. 


"These prices on all farm products 


have produced a very large revenue" 
he said, "and the money naturally 
finds its way into the banks.'' 


That city losses are due to with- 


drawals by foreigners is the belief 
of the superintendent. 
Since the be- 


ginning of the European war foreign 
residents have removed their money. 


"The state banks were never in 


a sounder condition than they are at 
present," said 
Mr. Lattanner. 
In 


support of this statement he gave 
figures showing a comparison 
be- 


tween those of September 1» 13 and 
September 1914.
